There is normally a fall in daily receipts in May as compared 
with April, but this year, as in 1941, a small rise was recorded, 
80 that the index number based on the average receipts in the 
corresponding period of 1924-34 (except 1926) rose from 147+1 
to 148-9. As compared with a year earlier, the May receipts 
showed a rise of 5°5 per cent., as against 4-9 per cent. in the 
preceding months of the year.

ADDITIONS TO “BLACK LIST” 


The Board of Trade announce that they have made the 
Trading with the Enemy (Specified Persons) (Amendment) 
(No. 11) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1277, price 3d.) which 
came into force on 11 July containing 416 additions to the 
** Black List” of traders in neutral countries with whom it is 
unlawful to have dealings of any kind. 


SIMPLIFICATIONS OF WOMEN’S COATS 
AND COSTUMES 


The use of fur and fur-fabric on women’s coats and costumes 
is the subject of the Making of Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) 
(No. 4) (Amendment) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1364, 
price Id.). The Order, which will come into force on 1 August, 
provides that no fur, fur fabric, velvet, velveteen, silk rayon or 
leather shall be used jointly with woven woollen materials, either 
as an ornament or as part of the garment, or (except in the case 
of rayon) as a lining, in the manufacture of women’s and maids’ 
overcoats, jackets or skirts. The Order thus amplifies the 
provision of the earlier Order (see the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 18 April 1942, page 211), which required that these materials 
should not be used as trimmings. 


SIMPLIFIED CLOTHING 


In order to avoid the giving of conflicting rulings on the many 
technical points which must arise in the interpretation of the 
Making of Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) (No. 6) Order (see the 
‘“* Board of Trade Journal” of 2 May 1942, page 231), a sub- 
committee of the Wholesale [ashion Trades Association has 
taken over the- work of answering enquiries and viewing all 
samples submitted. The committee include representatives of 
the Federation of Ladies’ and Children’s Light Clothing Manu- 
facturers’ Association and a representative of the Board of 
Trade, and will be acting under general instructions from the 
Board of Trade, who will give final decisions on any doubtful 
matters. All samples will be viewed anonymously, and specimens 
of work will be submitted instead of whole garments. All queries 
and samples should be addressed to Mr. Tuke, secretary of the 
Wholesale Fashion Trades Association, at 314 Regent Street 
W.1. The Board of Trade have expressed their appreciation of 
this further proof of the Trade Associations’ desire to help them, 


OFFICERS’ UNIFORMS—MAXIMUM PRICES 
AND MINIMUM SPECIFICATIONS 


Minimum specifications and maximum prices for uniforms of 
Officers of the Army and the Royal Air Force are announced in 
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Orders issued by the Board of Trade'after consultation with the 
Central Price Regulation Committee, the Services and the Wool 
Control. The Orders are known as the Uniforms (Maximum 
Prices) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1289, price 2d.) and 
the Making of Uniforms (Restrictions) (No. 2) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1301, price 1d.). ‘They came into force on 
13 July and do not apply to uniforms of the Royal Navy. 

The Wool Control has made available certain materials to be 
known as Priority “A” Cloths. The maximum prices to be 
charged for uniforms made from these cloths by all tailors are 
to be computed by adding to the amount of the costs of produc- 
tion and sale 5 per cent. of such costs provided that the maximum 
prices (exclusive of Purchase Tax) do not exceed the amounts 
specified in the Schedule attached to the Uniforms (Maximum 
Prices) Order. Matters to be regarded in ascertaining costs of 
production and sale are laid down in a schedule attached to the 
Order. 

The overriding maximum prices (exclusive of Purchase Tax) 
for Army Service dress jacket and belt vary from £7 7s. for 
Grade “A” cloth to £7 18s. for Grade ‘“‘H” cloth. There are 
six intermediate grades, for one of which, Grade ‘‘ E,” there is no 
overriding maximum price, though only 5 per cent. may be 
added, as in other cases, to the costs of production. The 
maximum prices for Army Service dress trousers vary from 
£2 17s. 6d. for Grade “A” cloth to £3 6s. for Grade “ H.” 
There are two grades of cloth, “J” and “ K” for greatcoats, 
with maximum prices of £10 10s. 6d. and £10 2s. respectively. 

There are four grades of cloth for the Royal Air Force tunics 
and trousers, the prices varying from £7 17s. 6d. to £8 6s. and 
£2 193s. 6d. to £3 4s. respectively. The greatcoat prices are 
£11 9s. 6d. and £11 4s. 6d. 

These maximum prices include all extras except in the case of 
uniforms for : 

(a) Officers of the Army—medal ribbons, badges of rank and 

collar badges ; and 

(6) Officers of the Royal Air Foree—medal ribbons, ranking 

braid and wings. f 

For the purpose of bringing these maximum prices to the 
notice of the customer, the tailor must supply him, either before 
or on delivery-of the goods, with a certificate in the form laid 
down in the Uniforms (Maximum Prices) Order, i.e., stating from 
what cloth the garments are made and the permitted over- 
riding maximum price for each. 

The Making of Uniforms (Restrictions) (No. 2) Order requires 
tailors making uniforms or parts of uniforms from Priority “ A” 
cloth to comply with the minimum specifications laid down in 
the First Schedule to the Uniforms (Minimum Prices) Order. 


OUTSIZE CORSETS 


A General Licence (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1330, price 1d.) has 
been issued under the Making of Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) 
(No. 8) Order, 1942 (see the “* Board of Trade Journal ” of 9 May 
1942, page 242) permitting corset manufacturers to put not more 
than 5 ounces of metal, other than in the suspenders, into corsets, 
the waist measurement of which exceeds 35 inches. This is 
1 ounce more than is allowed in ordinary sizes. It should be 
pointed out that manufacturers have already been given their 
allocations of steel for the current period and no applications for 
increase by reason of this General Licence can be considered. 


HOUSEHOLD TEXTILES 


The production of household textiles, even of the more neces- 
sary kinds, has for some time been running at a very low level, 
This has been due to the fact that the cotton and wool industries 
have been faced with heavy demands for goods for the Services, 
the essential needs of the civil population at home, the Empire 
and our Allies, and at the same time have been called on to 
release a large number of operatives for the Services and the 
munitions industries. In consequence, shortages have developed 
and there have been complaints of unduly high prices. Arrange- 
ments have therefore been made for the production of a range of 
cotton Utility household textiles. The specifications of these 
goods have been drawn up so as to make use of the material 
most readily available and to ensure to the purchaser a durable 
article at a moderate price. Arrangements have also been made 
for the production of woollen blankets of approved specifications 
at approved prices. 

The arrangements are outlined below :— 

(1) The Household Textiles (Manufacture and Supply) 
Directions, 1942 (8. R. &. O. 1942 No. 1292, price 2d.) made 
under the Apparel and Textiles Order, 1942 (see the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 30 May 1942, page 271) provide for the 
manufacture of a range of Utility towels, sheets, pillow-cases, 
tea towels and cotton blankets., They also control the manu- 
facture of woollen blankets. 
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(2) Utility Household Textiles 

In all cases the construction and finish of the cloth and the 
size of the finished articles must be in accordance with specifica- 
tions. The manufactuerrs’ maximum price is controlled. In 
many cases the goods will be made up from cloth which is itself 
specified and which will carry the Utility mark and specification 
number. Such cloth may only be used for the manufacture of 
the appropriate Utility household textiles. Like other Utility 
cloths, it may be supplied free of quota. In some cases the 
finished articles are of types which are not normally made up 
by persons other than the manufacturer of the cloth. In these 
cases there is no provision for Utility cloths, but only for the 
finished articles. Manufacturers of these goods will be licensed 
to use suitable cloth of their own manufacture for the purpose 
free of quota. 

Manufacturers who receive allocations of cotton for the manu- 
facture cf household textiles or cloth from which household 
textiles are to be made will in all suitable cases be directed to make 
good to the Utility specifications and to apply to them the Utility 
mark and the appropriate specification number. This means 
that in future production of these types of household textiles 
will be restricted very largely to the Utility range. 

The Directions limit the prices at which the Utility household 
textiles may be sold by the manufacturer. An Order under the 
Goods and Services (Price Control) Act, 1941, will shortly be 
made controlling wholesale and retail prices of the finished goods. 
Distributors’ margins for the Utility cloths from which house- 
hold textiles are to be made will be those laid down in 8S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 1085 (see the ‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 20 June 
1942, page 298). 

The specifications of the Utility household textiles will be 
published shortly by the British Standards Institution. 

(3) Woollen Blankets 

The Central Price Regulation Committee and the Wool Control 
have agreed maximum prices for a wide range of wool blankets 
made to specifications approved by the Wool Control. The 
agreed maximum prices will have statutory force under the 
Blankets (Maximum Prices) Order, 1942, which will shortly be 
published as S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1291. The manufacture of 
woven wool blankets other than those covered by that Order is 
prohibited by the Household Textile Directions. 

(3) Purchase Tax 

Neither Utility household textiles nor the price-controlled 

wool blankets will be exempt from Purchase Tax. 


BANK ACCOUNTS FOR CLOTHING 
COUPONS 
CONFIRMATION OF TRANSFER-VOUCHERS 

Many traders have complained of difficulties caused by their 
having to leave with their banks overnight the transfer-vouchers 
which they present for confirmation. 

Recognising that these complaints have substance, the banks 
have now expressed to the Board of Trade their willingness to 
waive strict application of the overnight rule, and subject to 
exigencies of staffing and current work, to confirm transfer- 
vouchers on the same day as they are presented. 

The Board of Trade have accepted this offer and have autho- 
rised the following amendment of the instructions in paragraph 20 
of the “ Trader’s Instructions and Guide to Bank Accounts for 
Clothing Coupons * ”? :— 

For the sentence ‘‘ There you will have to leave it (the trans- 
fer-coucher) until the following working day ” substitute ‘ There 
you may be required to leave it until the following working day.” 

Some Chambers of Commerce, Chambers of Trade and traders 
still hold stocks of official foolseap size envelopes previously 
used for depositing coupons with Post Offices. These bear the 
printed declaration that ‘‘' This envelope contains 490 coupons 
or their equivalent authorised under the Consumer Rationing 
Order.” 

In the interests of economy, banks will, for the time being, 
accept deposits of 490 clothing coupons or their equivalent in 
these envelopes for the credit of 500 coupons to Coupon Bank 
Accounts. ‘Traders are asked to use up these envelopes as quickly 
48 possible before drawing on their stocks of the medium sized 
envelopes specially printed for the banking scheme. 


COUPON FLOATS FOR FURNISHING 
FABRICS 


Since many kinds of furnishing fabrics are now rationed, some 
traders who did not previously deal in rationed goods may need 
coupons in order to take delivery of such fabrics which they had 
on order at 15 June. In suitable cases the Board of Trade will 
issue small floats of coupons to traders for this purpose ; applica- 
Hion for floats may be made to the Board of Trade, Industries 
and Manufactures Department, 2 Marsham Court, Bournemouth.

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UTILITY APPAREL MADE FROM KNITTED 
RAYON FABRIC 


Makers-up of circular knitted rayon fabric and rayon locknit 
fabric are informed that the Board of Trade have issued the 
Cloth (Making Up and Use) (No. 3) Directions, 1942 (8. R. & O. 
1942 No. 1305, price 1d.) giving maximum prices for women’s 
and maids’ underwear and nightwear made from Utility cloths 
of specification Nos. 404-408. Provision is made in the Direc- 
tions enabling makers-up to use their stock of cloth marked 
403 as 404 or 405 provided that it conforms to one of the latter 
specifications, moreover the Utility mark may be applied to 
garments from non-Utility fabric conforming to specification 
No. 408. 

Distributors’ margins of profit in respect of these goods are 
for the time being fixed by the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices 
and Charges) (No. 4) Order, 1942 (see the ” Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ of 20 June 1942, page 298). 


RAYON UTILITY SMOCKS AND PINARETTES 


Arrangements have now been made under which smocks and 
halter collar pinarettes may be manufactured from utility cloth 
specification number 401. 

The manufacturer's maximum prices for these garments are 
contained in the Cloth (Making-Up and Use) (No. 2) Directions, 
1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1304, price 1d.). 

The distributor's margins are governed by the provisions of 
the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices and Charges) (No. 4) 
Order, 1942 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 20 June 1942, 
page 298). 


UNMARKED CLOTH 


Designated clothiers are now authorised, under the Woven 
Cloth (Application of Utility Mark) Directions, 1942 (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 1368, price 1d.) to apply the Utility Mark to cloth in 
their possession, provided the cloth conforms in description with 
one of the Utility cloths specified in the Cloth and Apparel 
Orders, and was bought by them at a price within the price range 
specified in respect of Utility cloth of that specification number. 
They are also required to mark the cloth with the relevant 
specification number. 

Designated clothiers are reminded that cloth so marked may 
only be used to make garments for which that Utility cloth is 
specified, and that the conditions laid down in the Utility 
Apparel (Maximum Prices and Charges) Order must be observed. 

Undesignated clothiers are required, as before, to make indi- 
vidual applications to the Board of Trade if they wish to apply 
the Mark to any cloths in their possession. 


NON-WOOL CLOTH FOR ESSENTIAL USE 


Since 1 June traders wishing to supply non-wool cloth outside 
their non-utility quota in respect of goods supplied to local 
authorities, emergency hospitals and similar bodies have had in 
many cases to apply for individual supply licences. To avoid 
this trouble a General Licence has now been made allowing such 
cloth to be supplied under certain conditions outside quota 
provided that the Cotton Control have issued an approval for it 
under an allocation other than for home trade or export. Full 
explanation of the Licence (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1377) is given 
in the explanatory notes which are published with it. 


EXPORT OF CLOTHING 


The Board of Trade have received information that the 
Canadian restrictions on clothing do not apply to goods imported 
into that country. With the exception of corsets, any clothing 
that may be exported to Canada is therefore not subject to 
restrictions of style. It should be noted that this statement 
amends the announcement made under the above heading in 
the “ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 9 May 1942 (page 242). 


EXPORTS TO SOUTH AFRICA AND 
SOUTHERN RHODESIA 


The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods (Control) 
(No. 29) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1375) which will 
come into force on 3 August 1942, and will have the effect of 
making exports of all goods to South Africa and Southern 
Rhodesia subject to export licence. Under another Order 
made by the Board of Trade (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1376) which 
will also come into effect on 3 August, all export licences for those 
destinations (other than licences issued to the respective High 
Commissioners, to Rhodesia Railways Ltd., and to certain semi- 
official bodies) issued before 3 July will be revoked. 

The object of these Orders, which have been made after 
consultation with the Union and Southern Rhodesian Autho- 
rities, is to restrict the export trade with these countries in order 
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to bring it more closely into line with the limited shipping space 
available for commercial cargoes under present conditions. 

The Export Licensing Department will not normally entertain 
applications for export licences in respect of exports to those 
destinatiops except as follows :— 


(a) For goods in respect of which a certificate of essentiality 
issued by the appropriate authorities with a priority 
rating between 1 and 5 inclusive has been obtained ; or 

(b) For goods ready for shipment which have been registered 
with the South and South-East African Outward 
Freight Conference on or before 3 August 1942. In 
these cases it will be necessary for the applicant to 
inform the Export Licensing Department of :— 

(1) The name and address of the firm who registered 
the cargo with the Conference ; 

(2) The priority rating of the consignment ; and 

(3) The port of discharge quoted in the application 
for registration with the Conference, or, in the 
event of there being more than one port of 
discharge, the separate quantity for each port 
of discharge. 


The validity of any export licences granted under (6) in 
respect of goods not covered by priority ratings 1-5 will be 
limited to three months. 

Applications for new export licences or for the reinstatement 
of revoked export licences will be entertained by the Export 
Licensing Department before 3 August, but in view of the 
pressure of work in that Department it is requested that applica- 
tions made before 3 August should be restricted to goods now 
ready or which will be ready at an early date. The applications 
in the case of goods in category (a) above must state the number 
of the certificate of essentiality with a priority rating of 1-5 
inclusive which has been granted, or give other evidence of the 
assignment of a priority rating; and applications for goods 
in eategory (b) above must include information as to registration, 
ports of discharge, etc. 

It is pointed out that a favourable priority rating or the 
information with regard to registration will not necessarily 
guarantee the issue of an export licence since there may be 
other factors which render it impossible to sanction the export 
of the goods ; nor will the issue of an export licence necessarily 
guarantee the provision of shipping space. 

It should be noted that all exports in transit through the above 
territories will also be subject to export licensing control, but it 
is not proposed to revoke outstanding export licences for this 
transit trade. 


LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES 


CONTROL OF CONSUMER GOODS OTHER THAN 
CLOTHING 


The Board of Trade has the twofold duty of releasing to 
immediate war purposes the greatest possible quantity of labour 
and material and, at the same time, of providing the necessities 
for a reasonable standard of wartime living. The Limitation of 
Supplies Orders were introduced in June 1940 as a means 
towards that end. They have achieved most useful results. But 
the time has now come for a more detailed direction of manufac- 
ture. There are certain important needs that must be met and, 
if that is to be done, there are still some inessential goods that 
must be eliminated. By itself, however, concentration on 
necessities is not enough. These necessary goods must be the 
most practical of their kind: to make and to use. And they 
must go to them who need them most. , 

After consultation with Trade Associations and representatives 
of the Trade Unions, the President of the Board of Trade has 
decided to make certain additional Control of Manufacture and 
Supply Orders. These will come into effect on 1 August. Under 
them those goods that people must have will continue to be 
made, but only in sufficient quantity to meet undoubted require- 
ments. A licence will be required for their manufacture and for 
their supply by manufacturers. The controlled industries pro- 
ducing these essential goods are listed separately. The quota 
that will be allowed will vary with each individual item; and the 
supply of some, such as cooking utensils and pottery, which have 
become too scarce will be increased. 

Control of the volume of manufacture is the first step. Eco- 
nomical production is no less important. Simplification and 
standardisation will therefore be the rule—to the advantage of 
good design as well as of efficient working. Where practicable 
utility designs will be introduced. This will be notably so with 
furniture. Timber, as is well known, is particularly short. An 
interim Order will limit production to only the most necessary 
articles. A committee is being appointed to draw up designs and 
to advise on the manufacture of utility furniture which will 
combine economy of materials with good design and sound 
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construction. The names of this committee will be found on 
page 337 and it will start work immediately. It is intended that 
by the late autumn utility designs will be in production for all 
the essential articles of furniture at reasonable prices. 

Particular attention is also being given to pottery and cooking 
utensils. Orders are already in force controlling the manufacture 
of these and concentrating production on essential and economical 
types and sizes. Production is now on the up-grade. Utility 
specifications are being established ; and it is also intended to 
have utility suitcases, umbrellas, cutlery, towels, sheets, tea 
cloths and cotton blankets. Arrangements have also been made 
by the Central Price Regulation Committee in conjunction with 
the Wool Control for the production of a range of woollen 
blankets at controlled prices. 

But it is not enough to ensure an adequate supply of essential 
goods. Their cost must be reasonable. The utility designs that 
are planned greatly simplify the fixing of maximum prices, 
Meanwhile the Central Price Regulation Committee has already 
fixed prices for pottery and various other goods ; and a tighter 
control of furniture prices in the interval until the utility ranges 
are ready will shortly be announced. 

Then, too, there must be no waste of the materials and labour 
that are available for this scheme of Controlled Manufacture and 
Supply. Only essential goods can now be justified and, again 
as from 1 August, there will be Orders bringing to an end the 
making of many goods no longer necessary at this stage of the 
war. These are listed separately. Their disappearance from the 
shops will, however, be only gradual. Retailers can sell their 
existing stocks, while manufacturers and wholesalers have stocks 
which will also come on to the market. Further, with few excep- 
tions, the manufacture of goods already started on 1 August can 
be continued without a licence for periods to be stated in the 
Orders. 

This comprehensive extension of the Control of Manufacture 
and Supply will not only ensure that the pressing needs of the 
public are met. It will release some 30,000 workers to direct 
war industries. It will cut out unjustified production and it will 
save a substantial quantity of raw materials. Shipping space, 
fuel and transport will be set free for war purposes. 

At the same time, every effort will be made to prevent hard- 
ships to those affected by the scheme. Older and non-mobile 
labour which is displaced will usually be absorbed into munitions 
or will take the place of labour transferred from the industries 
still continuing. Where this is not possible, licences will be 
granted by agreement with the Ministry of Labour for a limited 
manufacture of non-essential goods by approved firms. Such 
licences will, of course, be issued to blind and other disabled 
workers, if they cannot be employed on essential production. 


LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES (HEATING 
APPARATUS AND POLISHES ORDER), 1942 


The present Order (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
6 June 1942, page 281) gives the quotas for June and July only, 
The next restriction period will be the four months beginning 1 
August 1942 and the standard period will be, as before, the 
siz months ended 30 November 1939. The rate of supply will 
continue to be 25 per cent. for heating apparatus and 60 per cent 
for polishes. Thus (1) .registered manufacturers and other 
registered traders will be permitted to supply electric and gas 
heating apparatus during the four months’ restriction period to 
the value of 16% per cent. of their supplies during the six months 
standard period, and (2) registered manufacturers will be per- 
mitted to supply polishes to the value of 40 per cent. of their 
supplies during the standard period. 

A General Licence has now been issued (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 1285, price 1d.) permitting indirect supplies outside quota 
to persons specified in the Third Schedule, by registered persons 
on receipt of a declaration, in a form specified in the Licence. 


LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES (MISCELLANEOUS) 
ORDER 
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The Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (Nos. 13, 14 and 
15) Orders (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1813, 1942 Nos. 187 and 1028) 
which at present control the supply of various classes of goods 
expire on 31 July 1942. The arrangements made to control the 
manufacture and supply of certain goods on and after 1 August 
1942 are mentioned in the preceding announcement. Thos 
classes of goods (referred to again below) will still be subject tos 
Limitation of Supplies Order after 1 August. 

The Board of Trade now announce that the standard period on 
which quotas under the new Limitation of Supplies (Miscel 
laneous) Order will be assessed will be the twelve months ended 
31 May 1940. The restriction period will be the six month 
beginning 1 August 1942. The quotas for the classes of goods 
which will still be controlled by a Miscellaneous Order wil

In the new Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) Order, there 
will be no Third Schedule for special consumers. During the 
restriction period, quota free supplies of various classes of goods 
to various special consumers will be allowed by General Licences 
but supplies to such consumers during the standard period will 
be included in the standard period figures. 

The Home Trade Register will be revised. The names of 
registered persons who deal exclusively in goods which will no 
longer be subject to the Miscellaneous Order after 1 August will 
be removed from the Register and manufacturers of belts, etc., 
will be added.

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TOILET PREPARATIONS 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Captain 
Waterhouse, saw representatives of the Cosmetics and Toilet 
Preparations trade on 7 July 1942, and informed them that the 
Limitation of Supplies (Toilet Preparations) (No. 3) Order, 1942 
(see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 20 June 1942, page 300) 
would be renewed on 1 August for a further period of five 
months, subject to the following amendments :— 


(1) Face powder and talcum powder will be free from 
control altogether for the time being, as the materials 
from which they are made are not at present in short 
supply. It was pointed out by the Parliamentary 
Secretary that while these goods will be free from 
quota control they will have to be produced, as far 
as possible, in factories situated in areas where there 
is not an outstanding demand for labour for war 
production. It will not be possible to give firms 
producing these goods protection either for their 
labour or for their premises. 

(2) The quota will be 20 per cent. but the face powder and 
talcum powder will have to be excluded from the 
standard period supply figures. There will be a quota 
of 50 per cent. for firms which participate in approved 
concentration or re-concentration schemes and are in 
or move, with the approval of the Factory Control, 
to areas stated by the Ministry of Labour to be those 
in which there is not an outstanding demand for labour 
for war purposes. 

Captain Waterhouse also stated that all manufacturers: 
whether registered or not, would be required as from 17 August 
to put their name and address on all controlled cosmetics and 
toilet preparations manufactured by them. This is in order to 
assist in the control of the black market which has grown up 
with the restrictions imposed on the supply of cosmetic and toilet 
preparations by established manufacturers under the Limitation 
of Supplies (Toilet Preparations) Orders, and in order to enable 
the public to know what they are buying. 


PAPER FOR PERIODICALS 


With reference to the notice under this heading in the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 11 July 1942 (page 328) the Ministry of 
Supply announce that the No. 10 Direction (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 
1252, price 1d.) does not impose a further cut in the amount of 
paper allowed for news bulletins, magazines and periodicals. The 
effect of the Direction is to change the period on which the ration 
is based from four months to twelve months, thus multiplying 
by three the period on which the basis is taken. ‘To counter- 
balance this the percentage allowed to be consumed in the next 
four months has been reduced to one-third, that is from 19} per 
cent. to 64 per cent. It is felt that this is a fairer basis on which 
to reckon allocations.

CONTROL OF COAL MINING 
UNDERTAKINGS 


The Minister of Fuel and Power has made the Coal Mining 
Undertakings Control Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1351, 
price 1d.), which came into force on 13 July. By the Order the 
Minsiter takes control of all coal mining undertakings in Great 
Britain. Directions may be given to undertakings on his behalf 
and undertakings must be carried on in accordance with such 
directions. The Order also provides for the appointment at 
every coal mining undertaking, or for any particular part of an 
undertaking, of a person to whom directions may be given and 
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who is responsible for seeing that directions are carried out. 
The Order gives legal effect to the arrangements for the control 
of the coal industry outlined in the recent Cmd. Paper and 
provides powers to be exercised by the Controller-General and 
the Regional Controllers of the Ministry of Fuel and Power.
